The Masters Cup will be entering its eighth season 
t.hia summer and it is a great testimony to the 
competition that the clamour for places is greater 
f.ha.-n ever before, as more and more players battle 
for indoor football’s greatest prize. 
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The 2006 Cup series was without doubt the most thrilling to date with an 
exceptional standard of competition that was at its height at the Southern Masters when the 
Chelsea Masters (that included Gianfranco Zola, Dennis Wise and Gus Poyet) produced a display 
of football that came from a different worldl Unfortunately for Chelsea these three star players 
were not available to play in the Grand Final and that gave the other participants a chance. 

Highlight of the Grand Final was the quarter final clash between Liverpool 
and Rangers. Full of drama, twists and turns, Liverpool dominated play 
but were held to a 3-3 draw before Rangers eventually won through 
on penalties. It was a deciding factor for Rangers who went on to be 
crowned UK champions for the first time, having been runners-up 
twice in previous seasons. 


This year, the Masters Football season began in April when we 
returned to Diibai for the second Dubai Cup contest. This featured the 
2006 winner Liverpool, along with the 2006 UK champions Rangers 
and 2 teams “voted" in by the public - Manchester United and Celtic. 
Billed as the “Battle of Britain”, the English sides dominated, with 
Liverpool once again emerging victorious. The winners of this year’s 
UK Cup can look forward to securing a place in this prestigious 
event in 2008. 


This season’s Masters Cup welcomes some interesting new match 
ups. Coventry’s Sky Dome is hack in the fold for the first time since 
2004 and that sees the return of Coventry Masters in the “group of death” as it will 
feature Liverpool and Leicester, along with Everton. The winner of this group will automatically 
be installed as overall favourites for the competition. 


The London and Southern heats have been consolidated into just one event, the London Masters, 
featuring Arsenal, Chelsea, Spurs and West Ham and we also welcome Wigan, Stoke and 
St Mirren Masters to the series for the first time. We wish all the teams luck and look forward to 
the eight regional winners making a return to the MEN Arena on 9th September for the Grand 
Final which wiU determine the 2007 championi 


Masters Football is grateful for the support given by the Professional 
Footballer’s Association, in particular the determination of Mick 
McGuire and the tireless efforts of Paul Allen and his team to ensure 
that Masters Football receives sufficient backing through all walks 
of the football industry. The PFA does a tremendous amount of 
good work, much of it unpublicised and we congratLdate them in 
this, their centenary year.

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RULES 


All games will be played on pitches 
60 by 30 metres and surrounded 
by perimeter boards. Each contest 
will be two halves, eight minutes 
each way. 

Each team can use a squad of 
nine players for each game with 
a maximum of six on at any one 
time. An unlimited number of 
substitutions can be made at any 
time during the game. 


At least one player must be in the 
opposition's half at all times or a 
free-kick whl be awarded to the 
opposition on the halfway line. This 
rule does not apply to a team which 
has had a player sent off. 

There is no offside. 

All free-kicks must take place 
within five seconds, or the decision 
is reversed. The opposition must be 
five metres away at free-kicks. 


No minor iqjuries will be treated on 
the pitch. Clock will only be stopped 
for serious injury or time wasting, 

A player who receives a yellow card 
will be given a two minute penalty, 
off the field of play. The team must 
continue to play with five men for 
this period. After two minutes, the 
player or a replacement can return 
to the action. During a sin-bin 
penalty, ‘the goal-hanging’ rule will 
not apply.

Arguably one of the most well-balanced 
squads in the tournament, the legends of the 
Toon have done their supporters proud in what 
is traditionally a very tough group. 

Local rivals Sunderland always provide a 
potential banana skin but it’s the presence of 
Middlesbrough who always set Newcastle fans’ 
nerves on edge. However, performances have 
been strong, despite the overbearing sense of 
expectation when they take to the pitch. 

Newcastle have won three regional titles and 
made the Grand Final "finar in 2003. 


Their cup record is telling, with a 60% win rate 
but a 37% loss record, Newcastle either win or 
lose, since they have drawn just once in seven 
years but whatever the result, they score 
consistently, averaging 2.9 goals per game, 
second only to Liverpool. 

Last year was the perfect example of what 
Newcastle put their fans through, as they won 
the heat on sudden death penalties against 
Boro, being for one heart-stopping moment just 
one spot kick away from defeat. In the wings 
they have Shearer, a player who represents the 
perfect foil for Beardsley’s pace but until then, 
fans will have to endure the Kevin Keegan- 
esque approach to Masters. Fast, furious, with 
lots of goals.

A pretty forgettable record for the Black Cats 
which, rather unfairly, does little to illustrate 
the passion and commitment they bring to 
the event. One half of one of football’s most 
intense rivalries, they almost always provide 
Newcastle with their hardest test, especially 
when a final spot is up for grabs. 

Never a team to lie down, roll over, or for that 
matter jump up and down or do the hokey 
cokey, Sunderland's main problem can be 
seen In the amount of goals they ship. 62 in 
22 games means they pick the ball out of the 
net an average of 2.8 times per game, which 
is soul destroying for anyone, but even more 
damaging is their 54% loss record. 

Only in 2004 have they made the final of the 
Northern Masters, but tellingly on route to the 
final they scored just seven and conceded ten 
and come the final they got tonked five nil. 
Nevertheless, the entire city is on the up at 
the moment thanks to Roy's boys efforts in the 
Championship and there's a feeling that some 
of this good fortune will rub off on the legends. 
A long shot for the title but good value for the 
loyal punter wanting to see two Sunderland 
titles this year.

They have won two masters titles, In 2004 
and 2005, scoring an impressive 31 goals in 
the process. In fact, it’s been Middlesbrough’s 
scoring record alone that has seen them do 
v/ell over the years. 31 games played and 
a massive 83 goals netted sees them score 
an average of 2.8 goals per game but they 
also concede heavily and draw very few, just 
4 in seven years, suggesting an attacking 
approach to Masters which so far has served 
them well.

Back in the series for the first time since 2004, 
many questions were raised as to why they 
were overlooked for seasons ‘05 and ‘06. The 
reason was a locational rather than a team- 
specific one. as they became an unfortunate 
victim of Masters’ team rotation policy but on 
examination of their record, it appears many 
teams were spared a mauling by the Sky 
Blues. 

For a side that has played in just five Masters 
tournaments, they have notched up three 
regional titles, with a win record over the magic 
50%. They also score nearly two goals per 
game, which shows they have more in the tank 
should they go behind early and with several 
players on the team able to combine defence 
with attack at the drop of a shoulder, they keep 
up a relentless presence in the opposition’s 
half when it matters. 

Interestingly, the rise of Leicester can be traced 
to the time Coventry were out of the series, 
suggesting an intense local rivalry that the Sky 
Blues had sewn up. This year however it will be 
rekindled under totally different circumstances. 
Will Coventry, on home soil, have what it takes? 
Only time will tell.

The transition from the 11-a-side game to the 
indoor competition popularised by Masters 
Football is one that is different for each and 
every team that competes. To their credit. 
Liverpool have converted better than anyone, 
sporting a Masters Cup record that is quite 
amazing. Since the tournament began, they 
have won 66% of their games, averaging 3 
goals per game, losing only 1 game in every 6 
they play and most importantly of all, they boast 
two Masters Cup titles, in 2001 and 2002. 

They are also the only team to win overseas 
Masters titles, with two Canadian and two 
Dubai Cup victories in the past three years. 

Last year, they made it to their sixth Masters 
Cup Grand Final in seven years after scoring 
13 goals in a scintillating North West event. 
However, they came unstuck by eventual 
v/inners Rangers during the knock out stages 
when a 3-3 scoreline signalled penalties. Phil 
Neal missed wide left after each side had 
taken 5 and Brian Reid stepped up to send the 
Anfield side home.

A Masters success story over the past few 
seasons, Leicester have consistently done 
well on the blue baize despite a poor start in 
the early years of the competition. 

They are just one of six clubs to win the Masters 
Cup. which illustrates their resilience when 
the going gets tough during the latter stages. 
A win record of 56% puts them in the higher 
tier of Masters teams and they lose just 26% 
of the games they play, meaning those five 
hard fought draws have counted for something 
when it mattered. 

They also lose very few games, being on 
the end of just eight defeats in seven years. 
Over the past two years, they have played 13 
games, won 10. drawn two and lost just one. 
scoring 29 goals and conceding only 16. In that 
time they won back-to-back regional titles and 
a UK Championship, marking them out as one 
of the top five teams in the tournament. 

Perhaps not the most glamorous of sides, 
Leicester's work rate is however phenomenal, 
with a team ethos inspired by each player’s 
specific role In the team. Similar to Liverpool 
in their approach to the game, the Coventry 
Masters should be Interesting.

“As a player and as 
a manager, Alan Ball 
carved out a career that 
saw him experience 
the entire spectrum of 
emotions that only a Job 
in football can deliver.” 


One of the greatest players of a 
generation, Alan Ball's tragic and 
premature death this year robbed 
the football community, and indeed 
the world at large, of a character and 
gentleman whose passion, ability and 
positive attitude to the game will be 
sorely missed. 


The youngest member of England's 
1966 World Cup winning squad, Ball’s 
career spanned 22 years, in which he 
plyed his trade first for Blackpool and 
Everton, where he made his name, and 
later Arsenal and Southampton. 


The son of a footballer and a 
manager, his rise to the top began in 
unceremonious circumstances after he 
fell foul of an overbearing headmaster 
whilst missing games for his school 
team due to a youth contract he held 
with Wolverhampton Wanderers. 


Wolves later let Ball go, citing his small 
stature as the reason. Over the next 
few years, he was to prove them wrong, 
signing for Blackpool in the summer of 
1962 and going on to feature heavily in 
England's triumphant World Cup squad 
fours years later. 


A record fee of £110,000 in August 1966 
took Ball to Everton, where alongside 
Howard Kendall and Colin Harvey he 
helped the Toffees to the 1968 FA Cup 
Final. Two years later he led them to the 
1970 Football League Championship 
title, going on to win his 50lh England cap 
against Northern Ireland later that year. 


So high was his stock in the early 1970s 
that Arsenal paid £220,000 to take him 
to Highbury and at just 26 years old, 

Ball was at the peak of both his form 
and fitness. He made 50 appearances 
during the 1972-3 season, a near 
constant member of the first team and 
in 1974 he was made captain. In total 


he made 217 appearances for the 
Gunners, scoring 52 goals. 


In 1976 Ball moved to Southampton, 
where he helped them back to the 
First Division, before moving to North 
America and becoming a huge star for 
the Vancouver Whitecaps, leading them 
to the NASL Championship in his first 
season. 


In all he played 975 competitive 
matches, spanning 22 years and 
eight clubs. In 1984, Ball took up 
management duties with Portsmouth 
and was a huge success, finishing 4th 
two seasons in a row in Division Two 
before winning promotion to the top 
flight in 1987. 


After spells at Colchester. Stoke City 
and Exeter, he returned to The Dell 
in 1994 to replace Ian Branfoot at the 
helm. Seemingly doomed for relegation, 
his first job was to re-establish Matthew 
Le Tissier’s role in the team. Le Tissier 
responded by scoring 15 times in 16 
games, including 8 in the final 6 games 
of the season to help Saints stay up by 
just a solitary point. 


In 1995 the manager’s job became 
free at Manchester City and eager 
to serve under his former team-mate 
Francis Lee. Ball left Southampton. It 
was to prove a difficult time, as poor 
performances and outside influences 
conspired to send City down. Ball left 
just three games into the new season. 

He returned to Portsmouth as manager 
in 1998, masterminding a miraculous 
escape to stay in the First Division with 
a 3-1 win against Bradford on the final 
day of the season. At the time of his 
retirement. 54-year old Ball was the last 
remaining England World Cup winner in 
management.

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There arejust a handful of teams in the Masters 
Football stable that are a joy to watch in full flow 
and West Brom, led by the evergreen Richard 
Sneekes, are one such team. 

Despite season after season of great play 
however, they have flattered to deceive when 
the time has come. Only in 2003 have WBA 
won the Midlands Masters Cup, giving a 
rampant performance for the fans where they 
scored 13 goals without losing a game in their 
progress to the final.

Missing the first three years of Masters 
competition has, for some teams, been a real 
challenge to overcome.

Every team goes through difficult periods and 
Leeds are perhaps the perfect example of a 
side who at first promised so much but in the 
end delivered so little.

The first two years of Masters competition were 
without a Bolton side and given the strength 
and depth they have, many teams would have 
been thankful. Disciplined in defence and with 
a real work-horse ethic throughout midfield 
and in attack, they are a match for anyone on 
their day. 

They have however suffered somewhat from a 
fragmented Masters career. New to the series 
in 2002. they made the final after finding the net 
eleven times, impressive given it was their first 
time in the event.

In Lee Sharpe and Clayton Blackmore, Man 
Utd have two players now with the required 
experience of Masters to help take them on a 
sustained cup run. Perhaps in the past United 
have suffered from an imbalance in the side but 
now. with seasoned pros in different positions 
keen to get involved, they are well poised to 
do well. 

Over seven years United have made four 
regional finals but only qualified for the knock 
out stages once, in 2002. That year they didn’t 
lose a game in the heats but lasted just sixteen 
minutes come the Grand Final and that, in a 
nutshell, describes their entire record. 

They rarely draw games, having done so only 
three times since 2000 and losing half the 
games they play shows a team not afraid to 
attack, but not totally in control of each match.

As one half of the Old Firm, Celtic will always 
be under enormous pressure to do well in the 
Scottish Masters and for many years they 
flattered to deceive, despite having a decent 
squad and great support. 


Between 2000 and 2002 they didn’t make a 
final and in their first year they actually lost 
all three group games. The following season 
they lost two and in 2002 they lost one, so 
improvement was happening, if a little slowly. 

In 2003, they made their first final and as luck 
would have it came up against a Rangers side 
who couldn’t miss. They returned stronger in 
2004, topping the table with nine points and 
scoring fourteen, only to lose to Rangers 
again. Lesser teams would have folded but 
Celtic went away, rebuilt and took the 2005 
Scottish Masters by storm, beating Rangers 
in the heats and as a result denying them a 
crack at the final. There they faced a resilient 
Motherwell team but McAvennie was on fire 
and Celtic won their first regional title. 

Last year they were unlucky, missing out 
on another showdown with Rangers due to 
goal difference but 2007 could be their year. 
There will be huge expectation on Rangers to 
continue winning and as Masters has shown, 
repeat victories are very hard to achieve.

The emergence of Motherwell in the series has 
been a breath of fresh air. not least because of 
the amount of fans they bring to each Scottish 
heat The way they pack the far goal in hope of 
witnessing victory is testimony to the support 
they give Owen Coyle and his troops as they 
embark on another Masters crusade but until 
now, the luck just hasn't been with them. 

Devoid of any indoor practice for the first four 
years because of Hearts and Aberdeen’s 
inclusion in the event, Motherwell had an 
inconspicious Masters debut, losing two out 
of three group games to finish bottom. What 
they did do however was score ten in the 
process, suggesting that as soon as they got 
the structure right at the back, success would 
happen.

The greatest PREM8ERSHIP eomebock of all-time? 



Sir Alex Ferguson described it as his best 
result achieved away from Old Trafford 
as manager. From three goals behind. 
Ferguson s team responded to a blow¬ 
torch roasting from their outraged manager 
to finish in a spectacular blaze of winning 
glory at a stunned White Hart Lane. 

No one inside a captivated White Hart 
Lane could possibly have anticipated 
such a dramatic transformation when 
United trooped off at the interval, three 
goals in arrears and arguing bitterly 
among themselves. Strikes from Spurs’ 
Dean Richards, Les Ferdinand and 
Christian Ziege had left the United 
travelling support silent. 

Fans and team alike needed stirring, 
and Andy Cole obliged with the second 
half just 48 seconds old. twisting in mid¬ 
air to head in Gary Neville's centre from 
the edge of the six-yard box. 

The initiative had changed sides and 
after 58 minutes it v/as 3-2, Laurent 
Blanc scoring with an emphatic header 
from a Beckham corner. The equaliser 


arrived after 72 minutes, when Cole 
supplied Mikael Silvestre, whose cross 
from the left was headed in superbly by 
van Nistelrooy. 

With a quarter of an hour left, the 
transformation was complete. On 76 
minutes Juan Sebastian Veron fastened 
eagerly on to Scholes’s short pass and 


beat Spurs goalkeeper Neil Sullivan, 
left-footed from the edge of the box. 

It was left to David Beckham, captaining 
United from the start for the first time to 
add the final flourish with an unstoppable 
20 yard drive. Wonderful, wonderful stuff 
indeed, truly a game to savour - unless 
you were a defender or Spurs fan. 


The greatest FA CUP g@>Enekack at aDI-time? 



Kevin Keegan has called this the 
greatest cup match he has ever seen. 
Alan Hansen agreed. David Pleat was 
simply “shell-shocked". But just why 
does Manchester City’s 4-3 win over 
Spurs deserve to be called one of the 
greatest comebacks of all time? 

City had won just one of their previous 
18 league and cup games. They had 
spiralled down the Premiership table, 
been beset by rumours of dressing-room 
unrest and seen their high-profile signings 
grab more tabloid headlines than goals. 

Barely had the City fans found their seats 
when the carnage began. When a team 
like City go a goal down in two minutes, 
you know there's trouble ahead. When the 
goal in question is a delicate curler from the 
left boot of Ledley King, the sense of doom 
becomes overwhelming. Fast-forward 41 
more dismal minutes, factor in two more 
Tottenham goals taken with aplomb and 
there can only be one result - can’t there? 

3-0 down at half-time. It could barely get 
any worse. Oops. Off goes Joey Barton 


for giving the referee an ear full. Now 
City are dovm to 10 men - and leading 
scorer Nicolas Anelka has already 
limped off v/ith hamstring trouble. 

Think about the great cup comebacks 
and they almost inevitably feature an 
extra-time v/inner. City didn’t need that. 
They scored four goals without reply in 
the second half alone. And when the 
winner went in, that was it, there was no 
time for Spurs to comeback. 

Jon Macken was vilified for missing a 
simple chance that would have won City 
the original tie but he came on as sub 
in the replay and won the game with a 
clever header in the very last minute. 

Poor old Dean Richards. He made 
his Spurs debut the day they cruised 
to a 3-0 lead over Manchester United 
- and then conceded five without 
reply. He was also at the heart of the 
Southampton defence on that terrible 
night at Tranmere, He must dread a 3-0 
lead like most men fear death itself.

Liverpool’s dreams looked shattered at 
half-time as gloomy talk of a drubbing 
ensued. But this is a team who somehow 
had overcome all the hurdles placed 
in their Champions League path - four 
niinutes away from being knocked out 
by Olympiakos and going on to triumph 
despite being rated underdogs against 
top sides like Juvenlus and Chelsea. 

That strike in the first minute. 3-0 up 
by half-time and a goal dubiously 
disallowed. Sumptuous football from 
one of the most stylish sides in Europe. 
After 45 minutes, it was set to be the 
most one-sided final of all time. 

It wasn't just the scale of the comeback, 
it was the speed too. Within the space 
of six minutes the three-goal deficit 
had been sensationally overcome. Few 
words could sum it up. So they were 
short and sweet: Incredible. Amazing. 
Unbelievable. Everyone who watched it 
seems to have had the same sense of 
utter disbelief. 


There s a minute to go and a keeper 
who has been, er inconsistent shall we 
say, somehow repels Europe’s best 
player from point-blank range.

Penalty shoot-outs provide the best, 
nerve-jangling entertainment in sport.

Massimo Maccarone's 89th-minute 
goal put Middlesbrough in the 2006

comeback. 

Steaua Bucharest led 1-0 from the first 
and after only sixteen minutes of 
the return tie had extended their lead 
through Nicolae Dica and Dorin Golan. 

[^otre Marin was given space to cut 
Inside from the left before firing in a 
bouncing shot that Brad Jones could only 
parry - and the rebound fell to Dica, who 
composed himself before slotting home. 


Things got worse for Boro on 25 minutes 
when Golan's header was saved by Jones 
but Stuart Parnaby’s attempted clearance 
fell for the Romanian defender who buried 
his shot into the back of the net. 

That left Boro a mountain to climb but 
Maccarone. an early replacement for the 
injured Gareth Southgate, gave them 
hope when he latched on to Viduka’s 
fine pass and found the bottom corner 
of the net. 

Steaua were struggling to get out of 
their own half by this point but held out 


until 62 minutes when Viduka rose to 
head home Stewart Downing’s cross. 

Eight minutes later Boro were level on 
aggregate when Alberto Carlos pushed 
Downing’s shot into the path of Chris 
Riggott. who bundled it over the line. 

Boro were left with 18 minutes to find 
a winner - and were almost out of time 
when Maccarone nodded in another 
Downing cross at the back post to clinch 
a remarkable win.
